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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

1. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The claimed invention as a whole must accomplish a practical application. 
That is, it must produce a "useful, concrete, and tangible result." State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 
47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. The invention claims a series of steps without claiming a "useful, 
concrete, and tangible result." There is no indication how the claimed invention could be used or 
of any results that could be gleaned. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that 
it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus 
type claim. 

The claim language in claims 2-5 is so broad that it is not clear what field it teaches. The 
claims could read on ballistics or satellites or even subatomic particles perhaps even more than it 
reads on finances and options because it specifically states "an object" and "a particle" in the 
preamble. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 6-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 6-7 is the inclusion of the limitation that 
the object is a first option, the reference object is a second option, the position is an early 
exercise price, the error position terms are error price terms, and the correction factor is a 
constant number. It is this limitation in the claimed invention that has not been found, taught, or 
suggested in the prior art that makes these claims allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
